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ABSTRACT 

This paper is the fourth of several that have been proposed with an aim of con- 
tributing to the body of knowledge related to the subject of ceramic wares, which 
have been recovered from the Lower Columbia River region in Southwest Washing- 
ton State and are commonly referred to as Shoto Clay or Lake River Ceramics. 
Previous research and reporting on this subject has been limited due to a lack of 
professionally lead excavations and the limited availability of wares from which sci- 
entific study might be made. 

The author, over a span of several years, has attempted to locate privately held 
collections that contain these wares with a goal of photographing and obtaining ba- 
sic data. Through various sources and informants, several local area collections 
were identified. These collections ranged in size but most were limited to only few 
examples. When permission could be obtained, photographs, measurements and 
associated information was collected. 

These efforts have resulted in identifying several hundred specimens, many of 
which had not been previously documented. In some instances, previously un- 
known ware types were additionally identified. This and future papers will serve as 
a presentation of the author's findings. 
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This is the fourth in a series of papers 
that will be prepared in the near future and 
are designed to contribute materially to the 
subject of Shoto Clay. Out of respect for the 
work performed by Robert Slocum and Ken- 
neth Matsen; and due to familiarity by the 
general public, the term Shoto Clay will be 
referenced, but know that Lake River Ce- 
ramics can be interchangeably used. Pho- 
tographic evidence and basic recorded in- 
formation was prepared based on specific 
ware type classifications that have been 
identified with the Lake River Ceramics Ho- 
rizon. These include bowls, figurines, pipes, 
gaming devices, items of personal adorn- 
ment and miscellaneous wares. 

It is the author's intent to avoid offering 
any theories about who made these wares 
or why these wares were made. The infor- 
mation will stand alone and it will be up to 
others to develop their own ideas about the 
"Who and Why." The author is not a trained 
archaeologist or anthropologist. So please 
forgive any omissions and oversights that 
will surely be noticed. It is hoped the infor- 
mation provided with these papers will have 
some informational value and benefit the 
general public and professional communi- 
ties. The author is particularly interested in 
providing material support to any student 
who might have an interest in pursuing the 
study of these ceramic wares. The author 
will be happy to share any images and re- 
search information with researchers, pro- 
vided the author's materials are not used for 
personal monetary gains and the author is 
provided with a copy of the finished work. 
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PIPES 

The prehistoric peoples who occupied 
the Lake River region produced a number 
of unique smoking devices, collectively 
referred to as "pipes" in this paper. These 
pipes have been constructed from a ho- 
mogenous, non-tempered clay paste that 
contained naturally occurring admixture 
consisting of fine-grained sand and flecks 
of mica. Decorative elements included 
the use of impressions, punctates, incised 
lines and applique. No examples were 
identified where applied colorants or shell 
inlay was evident. A significant number of 
examples exhibited fire clouding on the 
exterior of the ware, suggesting direct 
contact with the flame or fuel source dur- 
ing the firing process. It should be noted 
that indications of actual use, such as 
clouding - charring of the rim or interior of 
the pipe bowl was exceedingly rare. 

With the exception of a few unique 
examples, Shoto Clay pipes have a dis- 
tinctive tubular form. In all cases, the pipe 
bowl and stem are integrated into a single 
continuous ware that forms a distinctive 
horn shape. The pipe bore appears to 
have been created using a thin reed like 
object while the ware was pliable. The 
tubular pipes typically followed prescribed 
forms with specific distinguishing traits 
that allowed for further sub- 
classification. These sub-classifications 
include Expanding Stem, Effigy, Long 
Stem and Short Stem. For the Expanding 
and Short Stem tubular pipes, it was un- 
determined if the stem served as a shank 



intended to be fitted into or over a compos- 
ite stem. All examples of the Long Stem 
Tubular Pipe featured secondary modifica- 
tion as evidenced by stem scraping around 
the entire circumference of the stem. This 
secondary modification suggests the stem 
served as a tenon and was scraped to fit a 
mortised stem or mouthpiece. The Effigy 
tubular pipe is zoomorphic and features ap- 
plied eyes and punctates that are sugges- 
tive of nasal openings. 

One unique pipe form is an anthropo- 
morphic-zoomorphic pipe referred to as a 
"Figural Effigy pipe." There were only three 
examples of this pipe form identified, sug- 
gesting it is relatively rare and may be the 
result of individual artistic liberty. The pipe 
bowl is a well-executed figural form and fea- 
tures a shank with a large, circular mortise 
opening designed to receive a composite 
stem. One documented example still had 
the stem, which was constructed from a 
large diameter bird bone and decorated 
with incised rings. Another unique pipe 
form identified employed a short tapered 
stem body similar to the previously dis- 
cussed tubular pipes, but differs in that it 
features an applied bowl positioned on top 
and at the end of the stem. This pipe form 
is conceptually somewhat characteristic of 
later period elbow pipes.

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Clarifications of Terms 



Burnished Finish appears on many of the 
ceramics and often gives the ware a polished 
appearance. Some of these burnishing is 
very fine and prevents water absorption. 
There has been some speculation that per- 
haps some form of applied treatment was 
added to the ware surface. This has yet to be 
confirmed and a point of future research. 

Clay Paste used to construct these wares 
appears to be from local sources located on 
Lake River. Analysis indicates tempers or 
fillers were not added to the clay paste prior 
to manufacture. The paste characteristics 
are uniform, highly plastic and homogeneous, 
often containing naturally occurring opening 
materials such as fine-grained sands and 
mica flecks. 

Fire Clouding is a term used to describe de- 
positioned carbon on the ceramics surface. 
This typically occurs during the firing process 
and may suggest the ceramic was in contact 
with the smoky part of the flame or incom- 
pletely burnt fuel source. 

Grey Slip Finish appears on many of the ce- 
ramics and often mutes the decorative motifs. 
The appearance suggests a slurry type clay 
mixture that was rubbed over the surface of 
the ware. 

Lake River Ceramics is a term put forth by 
Dr. Alison Stenger of the Institute for Ar- 
chaeological Studies, Portland Oregon 
(Stenger, 2002). This term has gained ac- 
ceptance in the archaeological community. 



Shoto Clay was the name first ap- 
plied to the ceramic wares found at 
Lake River by Robert Slocum and 
Kenneth Matsen (1968). This is the 
term most commonly used by those 
who maintain privately held collec- 
tions. Ken confirmed the term, "Shoto 
Clay," was not intended to say the 
Shoto peoples made these wares 
(comm., 2008). Rather, it was in- 
tended as a location reference that 
directly relates to Lewis and Clark's 
historically recorded observation of 
the people who occupied the upper 
stretches of Lake River in 1806. 

Smudging is a coloring technique 
used to blacken the ceramic ware. 
This is typically done by exposing the 
finished ware to the smoky part of the 
flame, not to be confused with fire 
clouding. 
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
